Petition Asking For Tag Offico 
And License Inspector 
Signed Freely Here 


The Belle Glade Chamber of 
Commerce has inaugerated a 
petition, now in circulation, 
which. is asking the State 
Vehichle Department ,to estab- 
lish a permanent auto tag lic- 
ense bureau in Belle Glade; and 
to also to provide a license in= 
spector. 3 

This petition already has sev- 
eral hundred signatures on it, 
and at the end of the week will | 
be forwarded to the State Com- | 
mission, for its action. 

The petition ‘sets forth the 
fact that Belle Glade, South 
Bay and Lake Harbor. has 
many auto owners and farm op- 
erators who annually must se- 
cure tags for their cars, trucks 
and farming equipment, and 
with the exception of arbund 
six weeks in December and 
January, have fo travel approx- 
imately 100 miles to and from 
West Palm Beach, to reach a 
service office to secure licens 
Also at times that it takes sı 
eral trips before such a licens 
can be secured on account of 
not possessing proper or suffi- 
cient papers. i 

That hundreds of migraants 
farm and packing house em- 
ployees come to the Glades each 
crop. season for employment, 
many of them who. have child- 
ren whom they desire to enter 
schools, Before they can do 
this, if the parents ře employ- 
ed, they must secure a motor 
license for their car equipment 
before they can be received in- 
to the schools. This oft times 
requires several trips to the 
county seat before tags are se- 
cured, many do not attempt to 
get tags, after thefirst unsuc- 
cessful attempt, so that the 
state, county and city, losses 
revenue as a result, 

The petition also sets forth 
that the placing of a tag office 
in’ Belle’ Glade would ‘prove..a 
great convenience to people re- | 
siding in the southwest Glades | 
area, and would. save many 
miles-of travel and costs to get | 
tags. That it would be an en-| 
urement of the state to have a 
tag office at this point; and that 
an inspector could readily settle 
arguments and fix up errors in 
Papers on cars so that quicker 
service could be effected, and| 
possible remove arrest, liabili- 
ties of many drivers and car 
owners; j 

Owing to, the -number of out 
of state cars, who. do hot com- 
ply with Florida vehichle regu- 
lations, many new tags would 


need to be purchased. 

The combined law Eo! 
the state, county, city and dis- 
trict are very much in favor of 
a central state license bureau 
and inspector officer, for it 
would greatly aid them in. their 
work, especially in case of as- 
cidents and in stolen car cases, 

Such an office would be 
of great benefit to Pahokee and 
the Canal Point sector of the 
county, who could be served

The general bill authorizing 
the seventeen county Flood 
Control District, which will in- 
herit the Everglades Drainage ` 
District when it hab paid its 
bonded debt, provides for a 
three tenths of one mill ad val- 
orem tax to be used in prelimi- 
nary organziation expense. This 
will amount to three cents per 
acre for lands assessed at $100 
per acre. ‘i 
There is a movement afoot to 
provide that the maintenance 
will be collectible in some man- 
ner based on this three tenths 
of one mill.

The house of representatives 
reached out to include all col- 
lege and universities in Flor- 
ida within its hunt for commun- 
ism.

Fate of the fresh water fish 
and game commission was still 
uncertain this week, although 
friends of that commission ap- 
parently had an overwhelming 
majority in the house. A par- 
limentary maneuver resulted in 
putting on the calendar a bill 
that would repeal all of Flor- 
ida's black bass laws, take a- 
way the police powers of the 
gommission, and make it impos- 
sib to enforce laws against 
illegal sein rg. The i-ien's of 
conseravtion lacked the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote to take it 
off the calendar but showed 
more than a tomfortable major- 
ity. There seems little likeli- 
hood that this session will refer 
to people any new vote on 
taking the constitutional auth- 
ority ‘of the commission away 
from it. 


Governor Warren. has signed 
into law the new financial res- 
ponsiBility law which will 
make every motorist after July 
first pay for the results of any 
damage he causes with his 
automoible. The legislature 
amended the so-called first bite 
law of last session to require 
every driver to be financially 
responsible for any damage he 
does. Speaking of first bites, 
this legislature also has enact- 
ed into law a bill that will make 
the owner of a vicious dog pay 
for damage to the trousers or 
other property of the lettercar- 
riers of the state. Thus, even a 
dog no longer has the right to 
the first bite. 


A surprising overnight switch 
in senate support resulted in 
Passage of tHe bill to set up a 
central purchasing agency for 
the state under the direct-con- 
trol of the governor. The senate: 
had previously refused to con- 
sider anything but a bill that

expected to have. This is one 
of the reasons why members 
of the senate as well as the 
house who have been fighting 
his financial program, now are 
beginning to talk compromise. 


State regulation of electric 
and gas -utilities was a little 
closer this week as bills to 
equalize rates and control these 
private companies got favor- 
able reports from both senate 
and house committee. The chier 
opposition comes from few 
cities which own their own 
light plants and from the REA, 
both of which fear state regula- 
tion’ over private companies 
that would result in a state 
wide comparison of rates. Bills 
now before the legislature spec- 
ifically exempt city owned 
plants or the REA. The legisla- 
tors cited experience in Georgia 
and Alabama under state re- 
gulation to show that the REA 
has been able to get even better 
rates from private companies 
than they can in Florida. Both 
electric and gas rates in the 
other states, they point ont. are 
much lower on a state wide 
level than they are in Florida 
which has no regulation of these 
utilities. Action on these bills 
is expected to come weli before 
the end of this session. 


Talk of a special session has 
died down as the closing days 
of this session make it apparent 
that some means will be pro- 
vided to relieve the threatened 
general fund deficit. A quick 
tax to bring in five to ten mil- 
lion dollars a year and one that 
will be collectible this summer, 
is expected to be the legisla- 
ture’s answer to Governor War- 
ren’s request for more money, 
The same group that refused to 
give Governor Caldwell more 
money in 1947, still is in the 
saddle in the house and may be 
expected to hold the lid on new 
taxe:
